THE  CONFUSING  SHILLING 

In  1934  the  Government  of  the  Austrian 
Republic  decided  to  call  in  all  One 
Schilling  and  Half  Schilling  silver  coins 
and  to  replace  them  by  copper-nickel 
pieces  of  an  entirely  new  design. 

While  the  two  pieces  were  of 
different  types  obverse  --  the  One 
Schilling  piece  having  large  "1"  and 
cornears  and  the  50  Groschen  piece, 
its  half,  showing  the  value  of  50  in  an' 
elaborate  square  - they  nevertheless 
had  the  same  identical  reverse  design- 
the  double-headed  Austrian  eagle. 

In  additional,  the  two  new  coins 
varied  only  slightly  in  size,  so  that 
possibilities  of  confusion  and  misuse 
were  present.  Soon  people  cheated 
each  other  at  night  or  in  dim  light  by 
passing  halves  as  ones,  and  this 
practice  became  so  general  that  the 
new  50  Groschen  piece  soon  was  nick- 
names "night  schilling. " 

The  Ministry  of  Finances  took  an 
interest  in  the  matter  and  upon  due  in- 
vestigation decided  to  withdraw  and 
destroy  the  new  pieces.  Less  than  a 
month  after  its  first  appearance  the 
newly  designed  50  Groschen  was  with- 
drawn from  circulation  and  replaced 
by  a new  coin  of  radically  different 
type,  particularly  the  eagle  being  much 
smaller  than  on  the  famous  "night 
sc  lulling.  "

has  been  used  on  monumencs  and  coins. 

One  form  of  this  lamp,  the  seven- 
armed Menorah,  is  particularly  iden- 
tified with  the  Chanukah  legend  de- 
scribed above.  Later  it  became  a 
symbol  of  the  Jewish  State  and  as  such 
is  shown  on  Titus'  triumphal  arch  in 
Rome.  Sd  11  later,  during  the  strug^e 
for  freedom  under  the  British  Mandate, 
the  Menorah  became  the  emblem  of 
the  militant  arm  of  a rightist  group 
working  underground  to  establish  the 
State  of  Israel.  They  were  called 
"Revisionists"  because  they  wanted  to 
"revise"  the  boundaries  of  Palestine 
to  include  great  portions  of  Syria  and 
Jordan  as  well. 

Although  the  Menorah  has  appeared 
occasionally  on  medals  and  in  a styl- 
ized form  even  on  ancient  Jewish  coins, 
its  appearance  in  the  modern  Israeli 
commemorative  series  dates  only  to 
1958  when  a gold  piece  of  approximately 
the  size  of  a Gold  Pound  was  issued 
honoring  the  tenth  anniversary  of 
Israel.  On  the  obverse  is  the  head  of 
Premier  David  Ben=Gurion.  On  the 
reverse,  the  Menorah  is  shownflanked 
by  two  Stars  of  David.  Around  is  the 
inscription  ISRAEL  in  Hebrew  and 
Latin  letters,  and  the  date  of  May  14, 
1948,  as  well  as  two  palm  branches.

THE  CANDLESTICK  OF  LIBERATION 

In  135  B.C.  the  Syrian  occupying 
forces  of  ancient  Israel  had  desecrated 
the  temple  of  Jerusalem.  A native  re- 
bellion under  the  leadership  of  Simon 
Maccabee  managed  to  put  the  Syrian 
forces  to  flight  and  enter  Jerusalem. 

One  of  the  first  acts  of  the  victor- 
ious general  was  the  reopening  of  the 
temple.  The  problem,  however,  was 
the  absence  of  sufficient  sacred  oil  for 
the  lamps.  All  that  could  be  found  was 
just  enough  for  one  small  lamp,  and 
that  only  for  a few  hours.  But  by  a 
miracle,  the  oil  lasted  for  days  until 
the  Holy  Season  was  over.  In  memory 
of  this  miracle  and  the  liberation  of

MONGOLIA'S 
INDEPENDENT  COINAGE 

The  Mongolian  lands  are  ancient 
Chinese  lands,  but  they  have  always 
had  a special  position  in  the  Middle 
Kingdom’s  history  . 

Ethnologically  different,  the  peoples 
of  Mongolia  were  too  far  removed 
from  the  centers  of  Chinese  culture 
to  be  influenced  to  any  lasting  extent 
by  the  various  dominating  trends  of 
the  times. 

Today  the  country  is  divided  into 
two  States  --  Inner  Mongolia,  which 
is  now  Japanese  occupied  territory, 
but  which  is  part  of  the  Chinese 
Republic  proper,  known  as  Dsungary, 
and  Outer  Mongolia,  an  independent 
country  under  strong  Soviet  influence. 

Struck  at  the  Russian  mint,  their 
coins  are  of  the  rouble  and  kopeck 
system,  but  they  bear  Mongolian 
legends  only.  These  series  include 
the  tugrik,  which  corresponds  to  the 
Russian  rouble,  and  the  50,  20,  15, 
and  10  Mung  or  Kopecks  in  silver, 
and  5,  3,  2 and  1 kopeck  in  copper. 
These  were  all  issued  in  1925  and 
released  at  Ulan  Bator,  the  capital. 

The  smaller  values  are  now  ex- 
tremely hard  to  obtain  and  what 
with  such  old  stand-by  currencies  as 
tea  bricks  and  Chinese  cash  pieces, 
it  is  a wonder  just  how  much  or 
how  little  these  modern  coins  were 
able  to  penetrate  the  country- -hardly 
beyond  the  capital.
